Bis~ 
aell and Kr. Kiefer, Mr. Long injected the observation that it ita a fine

4. This overail briefing, security anf operational, lasted from 
2:30 to 3:40 pom Mr. Biasell vent into considerable detail concerning 
the operational aspects of the “Bird,” political considerations vis-a-vis 
ere progran, posaible variations of the “Bird” fer KEDLOCK purposes, 


3. AG the conclusion of the total briefing I re-emphasized the 
difference between KEDLOCK and OXCART. I also emphasized to the gentle-
